Information on Voting Given by League 


Because of the lack of under- 
standing and active interest on the 
part of the average citizen, poli- 
tics are, in most places, run by the 


professional politician and the 
party machines. The League of 
Women Voters continually at- 


tempts to alter this by educating 
its members and other citizens in 
the confused way of politics. The 
League offers here some items of 
general interest in this year of Na- 
tional elections. 

1) WHO MAY VOTE IN MASSA- 
CHUSETTS? Any ctiizen of the 
U. S. over 21 who can read and 
write, and, in the case of men, who 
has paid a small poll tax, may 
vote. The would-be voter must 
register, once only, and fulfill a 
residence requirement of one year. 
Our poll tax is not for fear of the 
black or yellow vote, ‘but pre- 
sumably to make sure that the 
voter has some small stake in the 
community. 


2) HOW CAN SERVICEMEN 
VOTE? Servicemen who are not 


registered may be registered by 
their parents or other relative. A 
registered serviceman must send a 
written request to his home town 
which will then furnish him with 
an absentee ballot. 

8) WHO MAY VOTE IN THE 
PRIMARY ELECTIONS? Any reg- 
istered voter who enrolls in a po- 
litical party may vote in the pri- 
maries. The voter may enroll at the 
polls of a primary election, and re-

4) WHO MANAGES THE ELEC- 
TIONS? In every city and county 
there is, generally, a board of elec- 
tion supervisors appointed by the 
governor; 2 Democrats and 1 Re- 
publican if the Democrats are in 
power, 2 Republicans and 1 Demo- 
erat if the Republicans are in 
power. One Republican and one 
Democrat are selected from a list 
of names recommended by the Re- 
publican and Democratic State 
Central Committees. These boards 
choose the polling places and ap- 
point the precinct supervisors, 
usually two judges and one clerk 
of each major party. The State 
pays the expenses. The primaries 
of the two parties are held at the 
same time and place, and are con- 
ducted by the same officers as 
serve in the general election. 

5) WHAT ARE THE RULES 
FOR MARKING A_ BALLOT? 
Voters must follow a few simple 
rules if they are not to be in- 
voluntarily disfranchised. 1) The 
indelible pencils provided in the 
booth should be used. 2) No other 
mark than cross marks should be 
made on the ballot. 3) The inter- 
section of the cross mark should be 
wholly within the square provided 
for it. 4) No more cross marks 
should be made than there are of- 
fices to fill.
